As the river has already declined a foot 
here, the worst is over. Within two weeks, 
active farm work will be in full sway, 
corn and cotton will be planted, and the 
flood of 1897 will be nothing but a memory 
to most of the people.

TROUBLE BREWING FOR WILLIAM

IS TOO MUCH MARRIED.

Son of a South Side Magnate Dodging 
a Warrant for Bigamy and 
Other Complications. 


Three women are camping on the trail 
of William H. Kilpatrick, whose father is 
President of the South St. Louis Foundry. 
Two of them claim to have been married to 
him. The third is Mrs. Mary Kelly of 1014 
Soulard street, whom he owes money. 

Mrs. ‘Kilpatrick No. 1 has sued Kilpatrick 
for divorce and has secured a warrant, 
charging him with bigamy. Mrs. Kilpatrick 
No. 2 is determined to assist No. 1 to the 
extent of swearing to her marriage to 
Kilpatrick. Mrs. Kelly is doing her best to 
locate him, so the Deputy Sheriffs may 
serve him with notice of the divorce suit 
and the warrant for bigamy. 

The divorce bill filed by wife No. 1 al- 
lewes that she was never legally separated 
from Kilpatrick, and charges bigamy as 


the ground for her application. 
marriage she was Miss Cora Schuler. She 
is now living at 2619 Ohio avenue with her 


parents. he was married to Kilpatrick, 
she alleges, on April 29, 1890, at Belleville, 
Ill. They separated in April, 1896. 


Kilpatrick returned to his parents’ home 
on Hurck street, Carondelet. Shortly after 
the separation he was introduced to Lulu 
Bliss of 1720 South Ninth street, by Lulu’s 
sister. He made love to her and, she says, 
swore that his first wife had secured a di- 
vorce on the ground of desertion. He was 
but 19 years old when he married first. 

According to Mrs. Kilpatrick No. 2 he rep- 
resented to her that he had been separated 
from his first wife three years. She says a 
church wedding was arranged for Dec. $31, 
1896, but that afternoon Kilpatrick induced 
her to go to Clayton with him and have the 
ceremony performed quietly, on the ground 
that he disliked display.

1 was a Miss Mary Wood, living a few doors 
from her on Ohio avenue.

It was shown her and, 
convinced that her husband was a bigamist, 
she employed Paxson & Dierkes to institute 
divorce proceedings and proceed against 
Kilpatrick criminally if possible. 

She sent her relative, Jos. A. Mussman of 
1%4 Madison street, for the warrant. 

Mrs. Kilpatrick No. 2 is but 19 years old. 
She declares that she will not figure in the 
matter, if she can avoid it, but will swear 
that she was married to Kilpatrick on Dec. 
$1, 1896. 

‘He swore on his knees right here In this 
parlor,”’ said Mrs. Kilpatrick No, 2, “before 
we were married that his first wife was 
divorced from him. I believed him and we 
were married. I want no more to do with 
him now. He has been here several times 
since I left him trying to get me to come 
back, but I refused. He insisted every time 
that his first wife was divorced, and was 
only trying to make trouble between us, 
but I don’t believe him. I am convinced 
there was no divorce. 

“T have no idea where he is now. I don’t 
care to know. I don’t want to see him. .I 
have my marriage certificate and will swear 
that I was married to him.” 

Kilpatrick is a machinist and formerly 
worked at his father’s foundry.

GAS COMBINE. 


Emerson McMillin Buys Out Two Com- 
panies of St. Joseph, Mo., 
- and Ends a War.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 9.—The two rival 
gas companies which have been doing busi- 
ness in this city for the past seven years 
were sold to an Eastern syndicate yester- 
day and will be consolidated. The two com- 
panies were known as the St.. Joseph Gas 
Manufacturing Co. and the St. Joseph Light 
and Fuel Co. A bitter war had been waged 
between them for some time, but it’s all 
over now. 

The parties forming the syndicate which 
has secured both interests are not known, 
but Emerson McMillin of New York is at 
the head of the enterprise and it was 
through him that the deal Was consum- 
mated.

WAS RENDERED UNCONSCIOUS. 


His Face Badly Cut and Body Bruised, 
While Many Other Persons 
Were Also Injured. 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Fila., April 9.—Wm. 
Jennings Bryan was injured here last night 
by the fall of a section of a hotel piazza. 
The. Democratic candidate for President 
was rendered unconscious, his face badly 
cut and his body bruised in several places, 
but his injurtes are not regarded as very 
serious. Others in the wreck were not as 
fortunate. Many were internally injured, 
some had their legs and arms broken, while 
nearly everybody suffered more or less.

He aroused considerable en- 
thusiasm, and when he concluded the crowd 
made a rush to surround him and shake his 
hand. Hundreds were packed into the piazza 
when, with a crackling, crashing noise, a 
section 40 feet square fell to the ground, 
®% feet below. A general rescue movement 
was immediately instituted and the injured 
men and women cared for. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 9.—Wm. J. 
Bryan passed through tbe city this morn- 
ing en route from St. Augustine to Talla- 
hasse, where he will speak this afternoon. 
He seemed to be suffering considerably 
from the effects of the accident at St. 
Augustine last night, but his vigorous phy- 
sique enabled him to keep up and moving. 

A slight discoloration was seen above the 
left eye. His face was pale. These were 
the only outward evidences of the accident, 
although a tinge of pain would occasionally 
be seen to sweep across his face. His limbs 
were also bandaged in several places where 
he received slight bruises.

BAGNECL'S WILL 


HIS DIVORCED WIFE COMES HERE 


FROM DENVER. 


STRANGE LIFE REVEALED. 


Wealthy Lumberman’s Property Left 
to Two Children, Daughters 
of a “Domestic. 


Robert Bagnell had jittle regard for the 


established rules of moral rectitude, al- 


though he made an outward show of ob- 
serving them. — 

When he d@fed he gave society a parting 
slap by leaving a will, recognizing his two 
illegitimate daughters, and leaving to them 
his entire fortune. 

His divorced wife is now here, contem- 
plating the advisability of attacking this 
will, in an effort to secure her widow's 
dower interest in his real property, to 
which she Is entitled under the laws of Mis- 
sourl. — 

Robert Baegnell was worth at his death 
about $500,000, With his brother, he was en- 
gaged in the lumber and railroad tie busi- 
ness and other ventures. He had a beautt- 
ful home on the Bellefontaine road, north 
of Baden, just outside the city limits. Tt de. 
veloped later that he had homes elsewhere, 

He was considered a handsome man, and 
was certainly striking in appearance. He 
was considered a good fellow, who knew 
how to keep his affairs to himself and how 
to resent any impertinent prying into them. 

The seemingly commonplace life, which 
ended about three months ago in the nat- 
ural way, was made notable by two women 
—one his wife, the other the mother of his 
children. One was a lady of Kentucky, of 
irreproachable character; the other was a 
domestic. Both women are now in St. Louls, 
the widow, with her decree of diyorce in 
the hands of her lawyer; the other in the 
seclusion of the home given to her by the 
man who had not given his name to pro- 
tect her from the pointing finger of the gos- 
siping world. 

To take up Robert Bagnell's history about 
twelve years ago and to follow it down to 
its end is like reading a chapter or two by 
Saltus. He met in St; Louis in 18% a Miss 


Nannie King of Paducah, Ky., who was 
‘visiting here. He fell in love with her, and 


when she went to her mother’s home in 
Denver he followed and there marriéd her 
in 1885, 

The gossips will have it that at that time 
he was entangled with another woman, who 
extorted frém him the balm which heals 
the heart wounds of women of her class. 
He bought her off that he might marry 
the girl from Kentucky. The latter was of 
good family. Her father was once a candl- 
date for Governor of the Blue Grass State, 
and afterwards moved to Denver, where 
his widew still lives with several of her 
children, 


Bagnell and his wife lived in St. Louis 
but a short time before they discovered 
they were not intended for one another. 
Then they separated. As time passed the 
gulf widened, and Bagnell sought solace 
elsewhere. Finally, in 1891, he went to 
Clayton and filed a suit for divorce. - Mra, 
Bagnell answered with a erossa-bill, charg- 
ing desertion. His allegations were cruel 
in the extreme; alleging a physical incapact- 
ty to perform maternal functions. He re- 
lated that he had urged her to submit to 
medical experts in America and Europe, 
but without avail, 

The divorce suit was tried on the cross- 
bill, and a decree granted the wife with 
alimony in gross, which at that time was, 
considered worth about $30,000, It consjated 
of four lots of ground in Clements addition 
in Denver with the four hauses and their 
contents, : 

As far as she was concerned matters stood 
thus until Bagnell’s death and the filing of 
the will in the Probate Court at Clayton.

Third, I hereby direct that my said 
brother, as executor and trustee, shall 
pay each of my sisters, Jane Pagnell 
and Sarah Mantze out of my estate the 
sum of $600 every six months during 
their natural] lives. and to Kate Hart- 
man the sum of $500 every six months 
during her natural life. 

Fourth, I hereby direct that my said 
brother, as executor and trustee, shall 
from time to time appropriate and use 
from my estate such sums of money as 
he shall deem necessary for the liberal 
maintenance. education and support of 
my two daughters, Jane Bagnell and 
Harriet Amelia Bagnel!, and that when 
they shall have respectively arrived at 
the age of 18 years, that he silall pay 
to each of them.out of my esaid estate 
the sum of $39.00, and when the youngest 
of my daughters shall become 25 years 
of age then all that part of my estate

The will then goes on to provide that 
when his sisters and Kate Hartman dle the 
money invested for them shall go to the two 
Caughters. He provides that should they 
die without issue the estate shal! go to the 
children of his brothers, William and 
Thomas Bagnell. 


Last week the divorced wife went to Clay- 
ton and looked over the will carefully and 
will act in the future as directed by her at- 
torneys, Given Campbell and O'Neill Ryan, 
who secured her divorce. The laws of Mis- 
sourl, Mr. Campbell says, entitles the wo- 
man to her dower interest in the real estate 
regardiess of the divorce. Whether pro- 
ceedings will be instituted to break the 
will or not he cannot say definitely. 

The inventory made by Joseph P. Whyte 
shows the estate to be considerable. An 
abstract of the inventory gives the following 
main items:

FRENCH BANKERS REFUSED.

The Government, Acting With the 
Bank of Spain, Will Issue a Loan 
of 50,000,000 Pesetas. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HAVANA, April 9.—The Spanish Govern- 
ment is negotiating with a syndicate of 
English bankers for a new loan, by means 
of which the war may‘be maintained in 
Cuba until the Cortes decides upon some 
other way of obtaining money. 

French bankers at Paris have refused to 
make any more pectmniary advances to 
Spain. The money asked for by the Spanish 
agents is $20,000,000. They offer 6 per cent 
interest, These negotiations explain how 
it happens that there has been such a re- 
markable increase in Spanish reports of 
victories in Cuba of late. 

A dispatch from Madrid says that the 
Government has decided to issue, tn concert 
with the Bank of Spain, a loan of 50,000,000 
pesetas, which may, if it be deemed neces- 
sary, be increased to 100,000,000 pesetas. This 
money is to be used to meet the expenses 
of war. ' 

It is expected that the Cortes will also 
vote further financial aid to the Govern- 
ment. Later a great loan will be proposes 
for the purpose of consolidating the float- 
ing debt and meeting old obligations. 


TREATMENT OF RIVERA. 


It Depends Somewhat on the Conduct 
of Cuban Sympathizers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—Advices 
received by the Spanish Minister here are 
that Gen. Rivéra, who is lying wounded 


near Havana, is not in‘a serious condition, 
ane pees his wounds are not likely to prove 
atal. 

When q estioned the Minister inclined to 
the belief that Rivera would not be shot, 
but showed that much depended upon the 
conduct of Cuban sympathizers in Cuba. 
He declined to say whether his reference 
was to the conduct of Gen. Sanguily, who 
is now under arrest on suspicion of aiding 
another filibustering expedition, or to th: 
proceedings in the Senate, which might be 
regarded as tending to inflame feeling. It 
was evident, however, that Senor Le.Lome 
felt that Sanguily, in breaking his parole, 
as he claimed, was not strengthening the 
argument that the Spanish forces in Cuba 
should be held to a strict observance of the 
rules of war.

The s.-called revolutionary forces con- 
sisted of a few peasants, of whom some 
were armed with machetes. Of these, 45 
were taken pr.soners and the rest have 
since surrendered to the authorities.

BODY OF PAULINE BAUER RECOV- 
ERED AFTER SIX MONTHS. 


IDENTIFICATION IS COMPLETE. 


Her Will May Now Be Probated and 
Her Brother and Sister Get 
Their Property. 


The body of Pauline Bauer, the unfor- 
tunate young girl who disappeared from 
her home, 1711 North Tenth street, last 
November, was recovered from the river 
Thursday afternoon, and was removed to 
the morgue. The body was taken from the 
river at the foot of Elwood street by Frank 
Davis and Fred Speckerman, two fisher- 
men. 

Despite the fact of its six-months’ stay 
In the water, the body of the girl was not 
badly decomposed. The features were 
somewhat distorted, but not disfigured, and 
when the body was removed to the morgue 
it-was at once surmised by the superintend- 
ent that it Was that of Miss Pauline Bauer, 
| with whose description it tallied perfectly. 
Her hat and coat were missing, and ttis 
circumstance added strength to the belief, 
as Miss Bauer's hat and jacket were found 
on a wharfboat on the day of her disap- 
pearance. 

Miss Bauer’s two brothers and sisters 
called at the morgue Friday morning and 
positively identified the body as that of 
their long-missing sister. The recognition 
was made by the clothing, the general ap- 
pearance of the body, and more par- 
—— by a peculiar formation of the 

Miss Bauer was % years old and lived 
with her two unmarried sisters and brother 
at 1711 North Tenth street. She was a tele- 
graph operator for the Western Union, and 
had charge of the branch station at Fourth 
Street and Franklin avenue for several 
ears, She Was a very earnest worker, and 
er close applicatiofi to work had resulted 
in mental troubles, due to overwork. 

Her father had died in the early part of 
1896, and her grief over his demise added to 
the strain produced by overwork, caused a 
complete breaking down of her mental fac- 
ulties, For several months prior to her dis- 
appearance her condition had become so 
serious that her relatives were on the point 
of having her confined in a sanitarium. 
They communicated this fact to the girl, 
but she begged them to delay the matter for 
a few days. 

This waw# in the early part of November. 
The following. day she disappeared from 
heme and wag never seen alive afterward, 
A lady’s hat and cloak were found on a 
wharfboat at the foot of North Market street 
the same day and were identified by her 
brother and sisters as those worn by Paul- 
ine when she left home that morning. The 
finding of these afticles on the wharf gave 
rise to the belief that the girl had com- 
mitted suicide, although there were rumors 
that she had eloped with a sweetheart. 

When Paullfne’s father died he left a will 
devising his property to his children. Paul- 
ine was made guardian of the two smaller 
children, Annie and Frank, to whom the 
father’s life insurance, amounting to $4,500, 
was left in equal portions. 

A few days before she disapepared, Paul- 
ine made a will, which she gave to her sis- 
ter Mary, whom she appointed guardian in 
her stead. Frank is now of age. He recent- 
ly obtained an order from the Probate Court 
allowing him his share of the estate. A few 
days ago Annie, who has also come of age, 
endeavored to have Pauline’s will admitted 
to probate, so that she: could receive her 
share of the estate due her. 

A peculiar complication arose. In view 
of the fact that Pauline’s death had not 
been legally established, the Court was 
powerless to appoint a guardian in her 
stead. Although Annie was legally entitled 
to the money, it could not be turned over to 
her because her guardian, Pauline, could not 
be produced. to sign for the money. This 
legal complication has been simplified by 
the finding and identification of Pauline’s 
body, and the estate can now be settled 
without difficulty. 

The surviving members of the Bauer fam. 
ily have made arrangements to have the 
body of their unfortunate sister buried Sat- 
urday afternoon from the family residence, 
She was a member of the girl's sodality of 
St. Joseph’s Church, and the funeral serv- 
ices will take place from that church if 
arrangements can be made. The Catholic 
church refuses the rites of the church to 
suicides, but the dead girl may be given the 


her life or not.

Until then no re- 
lief can be obtained, as the river must fall 
eight feet before the sewers can be opened. 

uch other and more hurtful loss has 
been caused indirectly by the loss of the 
opportunity to labor, occasioned by the 
stagnation of business and the stoppage of 
the mills and factories. The experience 
taught by this flood shows clearly that the 
levee system is entirely a success here in 
Missouri. While the losses enumerated 
above have accrued, ney are but a small 
part of what they wpuld have been withou 
a levee. Less than $18,000 will repair al 
crevasses in the levee caused by this flood, 
while $50,000 will put all of the levees in 
this State so far above the floodmatk of 
1897 as to insure the safety of this county 
for all time to come. From Gayoso north to 
Port Pleasant, a distance of twenty-five 
miles, the levee stood like a wall of stone, 
three feet above the flood. South of Gayoso, 
to the State line, a glaring blunder of the 
engineer in makin the grade too low 
caused all the trouble the people had, and 
the loss of one mile of levee. 

In many places between the latter ints 
the water rose two feet above the old levee 
and the country and the levee Were save 
solely by the herculean efforts of the peo- 

ie, who kept the water back by bu!kiing 
he levee higher with mud as the water 
rose. Two of the most destructive crevasses 
were caused by their inability to keep y 
in their levee building with the rapid mare 
of the waters. In many other Places be- 
tween the two latter points the levee for 
miles was sufficiently high, rising three 
feet or more above the highest stage. At 
least ten miles of levee in the “St. Francis 
Levee District” will have to be raised three 
feet above the present grade. This will

morning. This city received its first mall 
for twelve days by handcar from the Medi- 
cine Creek washout. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The people of 
the submerged district of the Red River 
of the North have declined the Govern- 
ment aid voted them by Congress on 
Wednesday. When the flood came in the 
Red River a quarter of a million dollars’ 
worth of property was destroyed at Fargo, 
N. D., and fifty miles of fertile territory 
wére inundated. An appeal was made to 
Congress through the Mayor of Fargo and 
$50,000 for the Red River of the North was 
added to the appropriation of $150,000 for 
the Mississippi flood sufferers. 

After the passage of the resolution, Rep- 
resentative Johnson of North Dakota went 
to the War Department and placed Secre- 
tary Alger, under whose direct.on the funds 
were to be distributed, in communication 
with the relief committee of Fargo. But 
yesterday the prospects along the Red Riv- 


er of the North were brighter and this 
morning Representative Johnson received 
the following telegram from the Mayor of | 
Fargo: 

“Have declined aid from Congress. Water 
receding fast. Damage not as great as ex- 
pected.’ 


GREENWOOD, Miss., April 9.—The Yazoo 
River fell 2% inches at this place during the 
last twelve hours. 

Two-thirds of the water from Flower 
Lake break is going through Coahom Coun- 
ty into the Sunflower River and that sec- 
tion of the country is completely inundated. 
The Southern Railway tracks are nearly 
all submerged through both Sunflower and 
Washington Counties. Trains have been 
suspended from Ittabena to Greenville and 
all communication by telegraph with that 
place is cut off.

DISGUSTED AT THE FAILURE OF 
THE POWERS. 


PRESSURE BY THE WAR PARTY. 


Preparations for a Conflict Continue 
Throughout Turkey and 
in Crete. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 9.—The war 
preparations throughout the Turkish em- 
pire continue to be steadily pressed, al- 
though there is not much change in the 
Eastern situation. A very pessimistic feel- 
ing prevails here at the failure of the 
Powers’ attempts to corerce Greece. The 
blockade of the Piraeus seems as far off 
as ever, and the war party is bringing pres- 
sure to bear upon the Government, with 
the result that the Porte has dispatched cir- 
culars to th@ representatives abroad set- 
ting forth the Turks’ growing imyatience at 
the prolongation of the crisis, which is 
pressing heavily upon an already embar- 
rassed exchequer. 

The belief prevails here that the Powers 
are losing their hold over the course of 
events, and that their so-called concert 
is a failure. 

A new danger has arisen through the 
circulation in Constantinople and in the 
provinces of a pamphlet reciting alleged 
Christian atrocities on Mussulmans in Crete 
and elsewhere. This is so inflaming the 
Turks against the Greexs that the Grecian 
Minister has drawn the attention of the 
Porte to the’ matter. The Government has 


proceeded to take the measures necessary to 
o_o outbreaks upon the part of the pop- 
ulace, 


| LARISSA, April 9.~In spite of official in- 


telligence received here yesterday, saying 
that the Powers have arranged to settle 
the Cretan question by a plebiscite of the 
island, there is no cessation of war prep- 
arations. Troops are being forwarded daily 
to the frontier and the posts are being 
strengthened. The transport arrange- 
ments are admirable. The troops are full 
of enthusiasm, and they are splendidly 
equipped. 


LONDON, April 9.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Constantinople says that the 
Porte communicated to the Ambassadors 
the contents of three circulars dispatched 
to the Ottoman representatives abroad. The 
first, dated April 5, notifies the Powers 
that the Porte is willing to withdraw the 
Turkish garrison from Crete immediately 
if the Greeks previously withdraw and the 
Powers guarantee to pacify the island. It 
demands also that Greece should evacuate 
Crete forthwith. The second is dated April 
6, and protests, in anticipation, against the 
appointment by the Powers of a European 
Governor of the island. The third, dated 
April 7, protests against the disarming of 
the Cretan Mohammedans while the Chris- 
tlans are permitted to retain their arms. 

The Athens correspondent of the Times 
says: The opinion of the Greek newspapers 
is virtually unanimous as to the recent dec- 
laration of the Powers. It is that the 
European concert, after a conspicuous fai]- 
ure as to Crete, is gradually tending to 
dissolution and will be obliged to content 
itself with a mere admonition. 
is an evident disinclination on the part of 
some of the Powers to carry out any pro- 
gramme of coercion and there is a weaken- 
ing of purpose in the European federation, 
which is showing signs of decrepitude. Tha 
similarity of language between the declara- 
tion and the recent warning of the Journal 
de St. Petersburg has been noticed here 
and this latest step of the Powers is at- 
tributed to the Russian initiative. 

Count Muravieff, the Russian Foreign 
Minister, has already become the bete noire 
of the Greeks. His uniformly hostile atti. 
tude has produced great indignation, Well- 
informed persons here believe that Count 
Muravieff, who inherits the traditions of an 
autocratic family, is resolved to play a mas- 
terful role in European politics and to

IN OPEN COURT. 


AND THE AUDIENCE LAUGHED. 


A Divorce Trial That Promises to Con- 
tribute to the Gayety of the 
Community. 


Under ordinary circumstances any man’s 
assertion that he never lied to his wife in 
his life would be received doubtingly by a 
discriminating public. 

There is no room to doubt that statement 
made by President John McCloskey of the 
St. Louis Carbonating Co., however, be- 
cause he made it under oath to Judge 
Spencer of the Circuit Court, and Judge 
Spencer is a married man himself. 

McCloskey’s divorce suit against Nellie 
McCloskey is on trial, and he was the first 
witness Friday morning. 

One of the grounds he alleges for a di- 
vorce is that Mrs. McCloskey told him once 
that he lied about where he had been all 
night. As a matter of fact he had been 


sitting up with the corpse of a friend, and 
had accompanied it to the Union Depot the 
next morning for shipment. 

When he told his wife this on his return, 
she scoffed at him and declared that he was 


falsif he + She insisted that the only dead 
friends he had been sitting up with were 
“dead soldiers’’ in the shape of rapidly- 
emptied beer bottles at a presentation to 
Police Sergeant Tom Boyd. 

All of this Mr, McCloskey testified was un- 
rue. 

“Had you ever given your wife cause to 
suspect you of lying? queried Lawyer Gar- 
esche, who is Mr. McCloskey’s attorney. 

“IT object, on the ground that the question 
caNs for a conclusion from the witness,” 
interposed Lawyer Virgil Rule, who, with 
Lomis Johnson, represents Mrs. McCloskey. 

“The question calls for a conclusion from 
the witness in a measure,’’ ruled Judge 
Spencer, “‘but he may answer.”’ 

The large audience awaited breathlessly 
Mr. McCloskey’s answer. 

‘“T never told her a lie in my life,’’ came 
the reply, slowly, distinctly and with delib- 
eration. 

A burst of laughter from the spectators 
greeted Mr. McCloskey’s assertion. From 
the witness stand he surveyed the audience 
with a look of indignant surprise. 

Then, under Mr. Garesche’s questioning, 
he told of other grievances against Mrs. 
McCloskey. One was that she refused to 
cooK his meals, compelling him frequently 
to prepare his own breakfast and supper. 
Another was that she brought her family 
to his house for him to support. 

The most striking allegation was that, al- 
though he furnished her plenty of money, 
she was in the habit of going through his 
pockets while he slept; a practice very 
embarrassing to him, because the next day 
he would incur expenses and then searc 
his pockets in vain for the money to de- 
fray them. 

Another allegation was that one time Mc- 
Closkey missed some wine and his wife 
assured him she did not know where it 
was, although he was aware she had served 
it to friends. Upon his pointing out to her 
the evils of deception, she confessed. 

Mrs. McCloskey sat back of her attorneys 
while her husband was testifying, awaiting 
impatiently her opportunity to present her 
side of the case. 

Her reply to the allegation concerning 
the wine episode is that she used the wine 
before she learned that it was for the re- 
freshment of the “lord of the household” 
exclusively, and at first denied it, because 
McCloskey’s manner terrified her. After- 
wore he kept the keys of the sideboard him- 
self. 

Her answer also declares that McCloskey 
frequently taunted her because her station 
in life was beneath his own before he mar- 
ried her, and would not permit her to 
receive her friends because they were too 
good to associate with her. She further 
alleges that he heaped contumely upon her 
in various other ways. Her supplementary 
answer alleges that since the first was 
filed McCloskey turned the water on in his 
apartments on the floor above those she

The gamblers of St. Louis arrayed against 
the business men! There is going to be a 
war, and it will commence on May 15, the 
day racing begins at the Fair Grounds 
track. 

The announcement made exclusively by 
the Post-Dispatch Thursday that Gov. 
Stephens had signed the breeders’ Dill 
caused considerable commotion, and then 
@porting men of all classes and conditions 
began to figure where they are at and what 
the new law meant to them and their inter- 
ests. The bill was signed on April 8. An 
enactment withaut the emergency clause 
attached becomes a law ninety days after 
it is signed. That would make the breed- 
ers’ bill effective the second week in July. 

As the Fair Grounds track opens the mid- 
@ie of May the downtown pool-rooms will 
have nearly two months in which to take 
advantage of the law being inoperative, 
and by making books on the Fair Grounds 
races will draw greatly from the patronage 
of the track. 

All this is possible, provided the bookies 
ean get the results. And it is upon this 
point that the fight will be made. The pool- 
rooms down town will strive to secure the 
results at the Fair Grounds and the offi- 
Clals of the track will endeavor to prevent 
them. The struegles that have taken place 
in the East on similar occasions and which 
have been witnessed here for a few days 
at a time will be re-enacted with vigor. 

The leader of the gamblers is Tom Walsh, 
he of the square-cut jib, the eporty, smooth 
face, the narrow eyelids, peeping eyes and 
elongated mouth. When he learned that 
the breeders’ bill had been signed he cursed 
the Governor, cursed the Legislature and 
then said that all —— couldn't stop the pool- 
rooms. 

“You can just tell those Fair Grounds 
people,”’ said he, “that we are going to get 
the results of their races and will have them 
posted just as quickly as they do at the 


track, The pool rooms will run wide open 
down town as long as the law allows them, 
and they will run a d— sight longer, for we 
will take the matter into the courts. As 
far as our injuring the sport at the Fair 
Grounds I only hope we will. What's the 
sense in granting special legislation? Why 
don't the law go for these men on the 
Merchants’ Exchange? I tell you we have 
it in for the Fair Grounds, and we are go- 
ing to put up a stiff fight. They may build 
& cast iron fence around the track a hun- 
dred feet high, they may keep everybody 
from entering the grounds, but we will get 
thé results just the same. And we are go ng 
to offer such odds that everybody will bet 
down town. The books at the Fair Grounds 
won't get any custom, and they'll have to 
close and go out of business. If a horse s&s 
quoted at the track at 2 to 1, we will give 
4to 1, and who will be chump enough to go 
out there? I'll bet the Fair Grounds people 
will be sorry before the season is over that 
they have bucked agains: us.” 

Walsh was asked what steps would be 
taken to secure the returns. He winked 
his eye and said: “That's telling. Wait 
and you'll see; but we'll get ‘em, and don’t 
you fret.” 

Dore Silver laughed when he heard the 
breeders’ bill had been signed. ‘“‘Well, we 
will have ninety days of open rgoms,” he 
said, “and after then it will be time to talk 
of what we will do. Our attorneys say the 
law is unconstitutional, and we will of 
course fight the matter in the courts. As 
for the Fair Grounds races, we will get the 
results. yd you ever see the track yet 
nt kept the rooms from getting the news?

“What does it matter if 
they do get the returns?” said he. ‘They 
will only get a lot of tough people in their 
rooms whom we would rather have remain 
away anyhow. The Fair Grounds may lose 
a few admission fees, but it will gain in re- 
spectability. Still, we shall do all in our 
power to thwart these fellows simply be- 
cause they seem to think they have every- 
think their own way. 

“There is one point I wish to emphasize: 
It is that our association is not endeavoring 
to make money so much as it is trying to 
help St. Louls and the breeders of M.ssouri, 
If we had cared to make money we would 
have opened a foreign book at the grounds 
and it would have been an easy matter to 
have cleared $100,000 last season. But we did 
not cafe to turn the grounds into a mere 
gambling institution no matter what 
the profit might have been. It is 
of course necessary that books 
allowed at the race course, but 
the proprietors are carefully watched, 
they pay a good revenue and do no particu- 
lar herm. Our main object ts to furnish 
first-class racing for 8t. Louisans, and make 
enough money to aid the annual Fair, which 
is one of the features of the city. The men 
associated with us are the most enter- 

ricing, and have the good of the city at 

eart. 

“The track will open as we have planned 
on May 15, and by that time we will have 
made our arrangements to thwart the men 
who are trying to ruin Jegitimate sport in 
the city. hat course the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. will take in the way of fur- 
nishing results I am unable to state, but 
I should think it would be to their interest 
not to traffic with the men down town.” 


It was gaid Friday morning that the or- 
ganization of bookmakers had contracted 
with carpenters to repair the old tower 
near the race track and that this would 
be used again for viewing the races and 
securing the results with aid of a field 
glass.

They also aver that after the ninety-day 
limit is passed they will keep open and 
appeal the case to the courts.

Associated Clubs in California Assume 
Control of Racing. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April §$.—The 
California Associated Cycling Clubs have 
restumed control of cycie track racing in 
California. They have been impelled to this 
step by the refusal of the League of 
American Wheelmen, the hitherto accepted 
governing body im Oatifornia of this branch 
of the sprot, to recognize existing condi- 
tions In this State, and to adapt its rules 
thereto. 

The articles framed by the associated 
clubs for the government of racing accept 
the amateur definit'on of the various am- 
atelir athletic organizations of America. 
Clubs are permitted to pay the legitimate 
expenses of their members engaging in con- 
teste, where there is no prize other than a 
trophy, and there is no limit to the distance 
from their homes within which amateurs 
may compete. 

These rulings will permit clubs in all parts 
of the State to send representatives to 
these inter-club amateur contests, which 
the associated clubs have made classic, and 
to those like contests, which will in future 
be also promoted on the track. Sanctions 
for track meetings will be issued for any 
day. There are no restrictions in this re. 
spect.

It was I who made it possible for Fitzsim- 
mons to become champion of the world, 
and I think he should grant me another 
chance at him. If he beats me again, no 
one will acknowledge his cleverness more 
than I will. 

Corbett sparred three rounds with Mc- 
Vey, rather a too brief exhibition, the audi- 
ence seemed to think. Everybody had ex- 
pected him to punch the bag before putting 
up his fists with McVey. It was plain to be 
seen the house was disappointed when the 
curtain went up and showed an empty stage 
with no sign of a punching bag apparatus 
anywhere, Corbett’s work with the wind- 
filled globe is so artistic and graceful—real. 
ly far superior to that of the hard-hitting 
Cornishman, that the house had a perfect 
right to feel disappointed. The three rounds 
sparred were lively enough, but in no way 
different from the three rounds seen before 
in some of Corbett’s plays. 

McVey landed one soaker on Corbeéett’s 
neck that left its red mark throughout the 
exhibition. He kept Corbett dancing around 
to avoid some stiff swings, but his energy 
cost several jolts full in the face. 

Corbett seemed in splendid condition. His 
flesh is still firm and with the right tinge 
to it and his wind is exceptionally good. 
His exertions with McVey were like play. 
This was distinctly the opposite with Fitz 
when he sparred with Hickey the night be- 
fore at the Standard. The Australian was 
blowing hard when he made his final bow.

‘The referee said that Sharkey won, and 
that’s the way all bets must be decided. 
At the track the same rule is in vogue.” 
It was on this decision that Sharkey 
claimed the championship.

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TRXAS FEVER. - 


Experiments by Missouri Authorities 
Show the Tick Is the Cause, Dip- 
ping the Remedy. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 9.—Elaborate ex- 
periments on Texas fever have been con- 
ducted at Columbia during the past year 
by the Missouri authorities, co-operating 
with the Texas Experiment Station. Bulle- 
tin No. 87, by Dr. J. W. Connaway, just is- 
sued, reports the results of these tests. 

It was clearly demonstrated that the Tex- 
as tick is the natural means of communicat- 
ing the disease from one anima] to another. 
Ticks hatched in the laboratory, when put 
on Missouri Snorthorn cows in lots free 
from any possible infection, produced fatal 
cases of Texas fever in every instance 
within from thirteen to eighteen days after 
the young ticks were placed on the animal. 


The Texas station dipped a car load of 
Texas cattle, all of which were covered 
with the Texas fever tick, and shipped the 
dipped cattle to the Missouri Experiment 
Station. These cattle were dipped in a 
West Virginia mineral oil at a cost of less 
than 6 cents per head. The Missouri Sta- 
tion confined these wy oe cattle in a small 
lot with a number of Shorthorn cows from 
the 13th of August until the first of Novem- 
ber, and made careful daily observation and 
temperature records, with the result that 
no Texas fever was communicated. If sub- 
sequent experiments confirm these results, 
the dipping process will be entirely prac- 
ticable and feasible, and can be easily and 
“‘theaply done on a commercial scale; and 
would enable the farmers of the Mississippi 
Valley to purchase and bring to their arms 
with perfect safety at any season q@ the 
year cheap range cattle to eat their surplus 
corn and grags. 

An attempt was made to inoculate cattle 
so that they would be proof against this 
disease, with very promising results. Thesé 
results are also in a measure confirmed 
by experiments that Dr. Connaway has 
just concluded in Mississippi on a car load 
of dairy cattle shipped there from Kansas. 
Twelve of these cattle had died of Texas 
fever before the animals were injected; 
none of them died afterward. The method 
is neither expensive nor difficult and if it 

roves to be successful, as it now prom- 
ses, the entire Texas fever district, com- 
prising a dozen States, will be opened as 
a market for the thoroughbred stock of 
the North and West, inasmuch as these 
animals may then be _ shipped to these 
States with entire safety freen loss. Ex- 
tensive studies and observations on the hab- 
its and movements of the tick were made 
which led to a number of eee prac- 
tical conclusions in regard to the best meth. 
ods of disinfecting pastures, etc.

MR. MILNER A MONEY SAVER. 


Has $8,590.27 Left From His Annual 
Appropriation, 


Street Commissioner A. N. Milner is pat- 
ting himself on the back and calling him- 


self a great financier. At the end of his 
fiscal year he will have money to burn. 
He drew up a statement Thursday to be 
sent to Comptroller Sturgeon. It shows a 
balance in several funds. 

On salaries he has left $4,445.41. Last 
spring an injunction suit delayed improve- 
ment work for two months. The inspectors 
had nothing to inspect and were laid off. 

This spring the rain came to his help and 
he saved $603.33 out of the between-seasons 
sprinkling fund. 

He still has $1,153.27 in the street repairs 
fund. It was saved out of the wages of 
macadam spreadets. The appropriation for 
macadam was cut down last year from 
$165,000 to $100,000. Towards the last the 
spreaders therefore had nothing to spread. 

The fund for numbering houses still has 
$401.05 in it because he cut the salaries of 
the men from $100 to $75 a month. 

On last year’s sprinkling contracts $823.82 
was saved, because some of the streets on 
the map and for which appropriation was 
made are quarry holes and weed-grown 
fields. 

Out of the “oe street sweeping fund 
$184.25 remains. e explains this by saying 
that he held the superintendents down to 
the line so close that they fell under it. 

Early in the year he gave positive orders 
that the appropriation was not to be ex- 
ceeded in any particular. As an instance of 
close figuring he cites the fact that a bal- 
ance of 4 cents remains in the bridge fund. 

A saving of $979.14 in the miscellaneous 
fund was effected by miscellaneous econ- 


omy. 

Mr. Milner expects the Comptroller wil 
be so tickled with the showing that the 
department will be entrusted with the ex- 
penditure of more money next year.

That's the way he looks when any- 
body, poor or rich, Demecrat or Republi- 
can, calls on him.

Grover’s Missouri Favorite Gave the 
Democracy $25 for the Campaign. 


David Rowland Franfis, ex-Mayor of St.

“ITY LIGHTING 


CITY OFFICIALS SURPRISED AT 
NOON FRIDAY. 


LOOKS LIKE A COMBINE. 


Electric People Say Their Prices Would 
Be Too High Owing to 
Conduits. 


The electric lighting companies put up & 
genuine surprise for the Board of Public 
Improvements by refusing to bid on the 
contract for city lighting, which was ad- 
vertised to let Friday. 

It was known some time before the hour 
of noon that no bi would be made, 45 
nobody had deposited the necessary $10,000 
to accompany the bid. 

The electric light people were very 
scarce in the board room when the letting 
was Called by President McMath. One 
letter was in the box from the Laclede 
Gas Light Co., signed by Emerson McMil- 
lan, saying that the company could not bid 
on the éntire contract on account of the 
nature of their plant, but that they would 
gladly furnish an approved system of gas 
lighting at cheap rates. They would be 
glad to put up some experimental gas 
lights on some prominent streets in the 
a for three months, free of charge. 

he contracts advertised for letting were 
intended to cover a period of twenty years, 
bo at one minute after midnight

The work to be done is the lighting of 
the entire city north of Keokuk street by 
a mixed system of arc and incandescent 
lights; the are Hghts to be of 700 candle- 
pewer each and the incandescent lights 
of 32 candlé-powér each. The lights are 
to be turned on fifteen minutes after sun- 
set every night in the year and turned off 
half am hour before sunrise. 


drawn up by the Board of c Improve- 
ments are considered by the board mem- 
bers who drew them to be especially strong 
and safe, so far as the interests of the city 
are concerned, 

The specifications set forth among the 
most important provisions the following: 

“The approximate number of incandes- 
cent lamps to be in use on Jan. 1, 1900, is 
estimated At 6,840. The approximate num- 
ber of arc lamps ‘to be in use on Jan. l, 


, 1900, is estimated at 2,921. 


“All wires, tubes,. cables, conduits, con- 
ductors of electricity and other appurten- 
ances which are necessary or required to 
be constructed or used in carrying out the 
provisions of this contract shall be placed 
underground, except conductors placed in- 
side of posts or brackets used in connect- 
ing lamps On streets, alleys or public places 
with underground conductors. 

“Any street, alley or public place which 
the Board of Public Improvements may 
from time to time designate and order to be 
lighted, shall be lighted from and after 
ninety days after notice of such require- 
ment fs given the cofitractor. If the con- 
tractor fails to erect and operate the addi- 
tional lamps ordered, a deduction of ten 
cents per.day for each incandescent lamp 
and fifty cents per day for each arc lamp 
not erected and operated shall be made, and 
the amount of the deductions as determined 
by the Board of Public Improvements shal] 
be retained from any moneys due the con- 
tractor under this contract. 

“The Board of Public Improvements shall 
have the right to change the location of 
lamps or to discontinue them. The num- 
ber of incandescent lamps changed in any 
one year shall not exceed two hundred; the 
number of arc lamps changed in any one 
year shall not é@xceed seventy. The con- 
tractor shall make the necessary changes at 
his own expense, and orders to change the 
location of any lamp Shall be executed with- 
in thirty days. In case of failure to change 
lamps as ordered*by the Board of Public 
Improvements, said lamps shall be consid- 
ered as out of service and no payment shall 
be made therefor. 

“All excavations in streets,alleys or public 
places that may be necessary in carrying 
out thé provisions of this contract shall be 
made in accordance with and subject to the 
provisions of the city charter and ordi- 
nances governing such work, as they now 
exist, or as they may hereafter be amended. 

“It is hereby agreed by and between the 
parties to the contract, that, if there be 
probable cause for supposing that any con- 
dition, covenant or agreement of this con- 
tract and specifications is not being carried 
out in good faith, the Board of Public Im- 
provements shall set a day when the con- 
tractor shall be heard, and give said con- 
tractor written notice thereof at least five 
days before the day named for said hearing. 

“If after said hearing, or in default of 
uppearance on the part of the party of the 
first part the Board of Public Improvements 
shall be of the opinion that the said party 
of the first part has failed to carry out 
the conditions and specifications, the board 
shall notify the contractor to that effect; 
and if the contractor shall not, within ten 
days thereafter, take such measures as will, 
in the judgment of the Board of Public 
Improvemerts, insure the satisfactory com- 
pliance with the conditions of the contract 
and specifications, the said board may, with 
the approval of the Mayor of the city of 
St. Louis, declare a breach of contract, and 
notify the contractor to surrender to 
the Board of Public Improvements 
such rights and property used in 
lighting the city under the contract as said 
board may designate; and the contractor 
shall ”nmediately respect the notice and 

romptly surrender to the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements such designated rights and 
property procured for the execution of the 
contract, and falling so to do, the board 
may take immediate possession thereof, and 
the party of the first part expressly agrees 
that all wires, tubes, cables, ducts, man- 
holes, conduits amd appurtenances, conduct. 
ors of electricity, Jamp poles and appurte- 
nances, lamps and fixtures constructed or 
acquired as ne ry to carry out this con- 
tract shall thereupon become the absolute 
property of the City of St. Louis, free from 
any right, title or claim of said first party, 
rovided, however, that if the electric light 
ing is carried on and completed in accord. 
ance with the gonditions, covenants and 
agreements of this contract, all of gaid 
wires, tubes, cables, ducts, manholes, con. 
duits and appurtenances, conductors of elec. 
tricity, lamp poles and appurtenances. 
lamps and fixtures, shall be and remain the 
property of the part of the first part. 

The eight-hour provision drawn up by 
City Counselor Marshall is made a part of 
the contract, as is also the bond for $100,- 
000, beside a bond for $100,000 created by the 
retention of 5 per cent on payments due the 
contractor.

HE IS NOT SENSATIONAL. 


The Discourse on “Sowing and Reap- 
ing’ Was Quiet, Straightfor- 
ward and Effective. 


Mr. Moody had a two round battle with 
the elements Thursday and came out a glori- 
ous victor in the final bout. 

His afternoon audience showed the ef- 
fects of the terrible weather, but the same 
old crowd was present at night. After 
7:30 o'clock the doors were closed and peo- 
ple were turned away. 

“A rainy day proves the dye of some 
people’s Christianity,” was Mr. Moody's 
words of congratulation to his faithful audl- 
tors. 

“Sowing and Reaping” was the fruitf.® 
theme of the evening sermon. A sensa- 


tional discourse was anticipated. With the 
opportunities of the text, many looked for 
@n address from the evangelist that would 
stir hig hearers to spectacular demonstra- 
tiveness. Mr. Moody disappointed the sen- 
Sation seekers. He was plain and forceful, 
but always self-contained. He did not rant 
Or soar, He talked to his hearers with 
the plain directness of a man in earnest 
conversation. He did not frighten sinners 
by horrible pictures of the consequences of 
their sing or imprecations on their wicked- 
ness, He took it for granted that he was 
speaking to Christian men and women and 
only cautioned them against sin and puf 
its effects before them in a reasonable way. 

Fearing the bad weather might leave his 
audience in depressed humor, Mr. Moody 
arrived early and took part in the song 
service. He didn’t like the way the audi- 
ence sang some of the hymns and he made 
them sing them over and over until they 
put life and swing in them. 

Mr. Moody began talking about how he 
came to get interested in the conversion of 
convicts. The audience thought he had be- 
gun his sermon, but it developed he was 
only making a special plea for a collection 
Friday afternoon to extend the work of 
supplying prisons with religious literature. 

e sat down and called for more hymns. 
fter a chorus, Mr. F. H. Jacobs, whose 
eautiful baritone voice has added greatly 

to the effectiveness of the meetings, sang 
“There is a green hill far away.”’ Mr. 
Moody then began his discourse. “Be not 
deceived; God is not mocked! for whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that also shall he 
reap.”"’ That will be our text, said Mr. 
Moody, Then laughingly he said he wag not 
good at dividing his sermons up Into firstly, 
Lote mb thirdly, fourthly, finally and in 
conclusion. Every time he tried it, he got 
lost before he got half through the divi- 
sions. Nevertheless he divided his discours- 
ing on “Sowing and Reaping’’ into four 
heads: First, a man expects to reap what 
he sows; second, he expects to reap the 
fame kind of seed that he sows; third, he 
expects to reap more than he sows, and, 
fourth, ignorance of the kind of seed makes 
no difference. 

Under the second head he talked very 
ten to parents who put lies in their chil- 
ren’s mouths or to employers who forced 
their help to deceive. ‘‘Merchants complain 
to me that their clerks are dishonest. hy 
shouldn't they be? When you teach your 
clerks to lie to your customers and say 
oods are all wool when they are half cot- 
on, pas you know it and he knows it; or 
when you put a tag on your goods and say 
they are imported when they are manu- 
factured in this country; when you do that 
don't you know you won't have honest 
clerks? You teach them to lie to your cus- 
tomers and they will lie to you; teach them 
to swindle Se? customers and they will 
swindle you.” It is no worse for a clerk to 
put_bis hands in his employer’s till and 
Sted than it ts for him to lie to and swindle 
that omprorer's customers. 

Mr, oody then turned his attention to 
the liquor traffic. Said he: “No man on 
earth can afford to sell whisky. You know 
why. You sell my son whisky and make a 
drunkard of him. Someone will turn around 
and sell your son whisky and make a 
drunkard of him. I will challenge you to 
find a man who hag been in the whisky 
business for twenty years that has not got 
a skelteon in his own home. He is either a 
drunkard, or his son is a drunkard, or his 
son-in-law or his brother, or some relative 
a drunkard. Take up the challenge.”’ 

The evangelist then showed how this law 
of retribution was worked out in sacred 
writings.

capital “‘I’s’’ in it. It was self in the begin- 
ning, self in the middle, self in the end—self 
all through. “ ‘I fast twice a week;’ ‘I give 
tithes of all I possess;’ ‘I am a wonder- 
fully good man, am I not, Lord?” He 
Struck a balance twice a weék, and God 
was his debtor every time. He paraded 
his good deeds befere God and man. Such 
A one was not in a condition to receive 
the favor of God. 

You can divide the human family to-day 
into two classes—Pharisees and Publicans. 
There are those who are poor in spirit; the 
dew of God's grace will fall upon them. 
There are others who are drawing around 
them the rags of their self-righteousness: 
they will always go away without the bless- 
ing of God. There were but seven words in 
the prayer of the Publican: ‘‘God be merci- 
ful to me, a sinner!”” He came to God con- 
fessing his sins and asking for mercy; and 
he received it. 

If you were to run through Scripture, 
you would find that where men have gone 
to God in the spirit of the Publican, He has 
dealt with them in mercy and grace. 

A young man came to one of our meet- 
ings in New York a few years ago. He was 
convicted of sin; and he made up his mind 
he would go home and pray. e lived a 
number of miles away and he started for 
Rome. On the way, as he was meditating 
about his sins and wondering what he was 
going to do when he got home, the thought 
occurred to him: “Why should I not pray 
ge here in the street?’ But he found he 
did not know just how to begin. Then he 
remembered that when he was a child, his 
mother had taught him the prayer of the 
Publican: “God be merciful to me, a sin- 
ner!’ So he began just where he stood. He 
said afterwards that before he got to the 
little word “‘me,”’ God met him in grace and 
blessed him. And so the moment we open 
our lips to ask God for pardon, if the re- 
quest comes from the heart, God will meet 
us in mercy. 

I never noticed until lately an interesting 
fact about the story of the poor sinful wo- 
man mentioned in Luke’s Gospel, who went 
‘into Simon’s house. If you have not ob- 
'gerved it before it will be quite interestin 
for you to know it. The incident occurre 
immediately after Christ had uttered those 
memorable words we read in Matthew: 
“Come unto me, all xe that labor and are 
heavy laden and I will give you rest.’’ Mat- 
thew closes the @tory there; but in the sev- 
enth chapter of Luke you will find what the 
result of that invitation was. A poor fallen 
woman came Into the house where He was, 
and obtained the blessing of res? to her 
rsoul. I think that many ministers will bear 
me out in this statement, that when one 
bas preached to a large congregation, and 
has given an invitation to those who would 
like to remain and talk about salvation, 
probably the only one to do so is a peor 
fallen one, who will thus become a partaker 
of the grace of God. 


We find the Savior was invited to the 
house of Simon, a Pharisee. While he was 
there, this poor, sinful woman crept into 
the house. Perhaps she watched for a 
chance when the servants were away from 
the door and then slipped into the room 
where the Master was. She got down on 
her knees, and began to wash his feet with 
her tears, wiping them with the hairs of her 
head. While the feast was going on the 
Pharisee saw this and said to himself: 
“Jesus must be a bad man, if he knows 
who this poor woman is. Even if He does 
not know, He would be unclean accordin 
to the Mosaic law’’—because he had allowe 
the woman to touch Him. But the Master 
knew what Simon was thinking about. He 
| put some questions to him: “And Jesus 
answering said unto him, Simon, I have 
somewhat to say to thee. And he saith, 
Master, say on. ere was a certain credi- 
tor which had two debtors; one owed five 
hundred pence and the other fifty. And 
when they had nothing to pay, he frankly 
forgave them both. Tell me, therefore, 
which of them will love him most? And 
Simon answered and said, I suppose that 
he to whom he forgave most. And he sald 
unto him, Thou hast rightly judged.”’ 

Then He makes the application, “I came 
to your house,”’ He says, “and you gave 
me no water for my feet; you gave me no 
kiss, and no oll for my head. ou refused 
me the common hospitalities of life.”” In 
those days when one went into a gentle- 
man’s house, a servant would be at the 
ddor with a basin of water; the 
would slip off his sandals and the servant 
would wash his feet. Then the master of 
the house would salute him with a kiss In- 
stead of shaking hands as.we do. There 
would also be oll for his head. Christ had 
been invited to Simon's houseé¢, but the ’har- 
isee had got Him there in a patronizing 
spirit. “You gave me no water, no kiss, 
no oll; but this woman hath washed m 
feet with her tears and wiped them wit 
the hairs of her head: ehe hath not ceased 
to kiss my feet, 
them with ointment. She was forgiven 
much; and so she loves much.” To the poor 
woman herself Jesus said: “Thy sins are 
forgiven.’’ They may have risen up like a 
dark mountain before her, but one word 
from the Savior—and they were all gone! 


The apirit shown by Simon was altogeth- 
er different from that of the poor woman. 
riet sald that the publicans and hariots 
would f° into the kingdom of God before 
the self-righteous Pharisees! Bimon the 
Pharisee got nothing: and so, there are 
many who go away from reiigious meetings 
without one dr of Heaven's dew because 
they do not seek for it. From the morn- 
ing of creation down to the present time 
no man or woman ever went to God with a 
broken heart without experiencing the for. 
— love and grace of God, if they be- 
eved his word 


Now it is a eolemn fact that every one
